N GE INSTRUCTIONS 


All personnel involved in Support Aircraft operations should read 
Chapter XXVI "Support Aircraft in Amphibious Operations" of Transe 
port Doctrine issued by Commander Amphibious Forces, pgsific Fleet, 
May 1944. This chapter has had wide distribution to carriers, air 
groups, and squadrons and will be distributed to all Air Liaison 
Parties and Support Aircraft Parties in the LUZON Attack Force. 


Safety Precautions 


(a) All airborne aircraft keep IFF turned on at all times; check 
frequently to sce that it is on. 


(b) No pilot will make attack or fly low over beach areas or con-

When it is necessary to close friendly surface vessels, aircraft 
will approach in a manner that clearly indicates the planets 
friendly character, and avoid maneuvers that might be expected 
from the enemy (See USF 70 A, Scetion 5230).

All pilots must obey the traffic rules indicated in Appendix 3

GENERAL CONDITIONS 


In considering general conditions over the whole of 
WHITEWASH during December a sharp line of demarcation must 

be drawn between East and West coast stations, with partic- 
ular attention to local effects. During this time the wea- 
ther in this area is predominantly influenced by the north- 
easterly stream. 

Flying conditions will average considerably better 

along the West coast--the weather for any given area being 
influenced by the ovreadth and height of the land to the East.

A. SARTORIAL Area 


1. General: 

Weather conditions in this area during the month of 
December are approaching the most favorable, with rain and 
cloud coverage near a minimum and visibilities generally 
unrestricted.

(1) The following estimate is made of enemy air strength in relevant areas as 
of 15 February 1945 upon the basis that some further Allied operations are con- 
templated within the Philippines as at that date. 

ENErAL 

(2) The foliewing assumptions are made as at 15 February 1945, and the estimates 
relating thereto are based én those aesumpti ons, 


(a) As illustrated in Map "4" annexed hereto Allied Air Forces domimte the

Philippins and Formosa, have rendered the Ching Sea hazardous for the moveents 


of enemy shipping except small vessels and have brought the China Coast ine] udi ng 
the important air centre of Canton within range of heavy bomber attack, 


(b) That the only lines of air communication between NEI and Empire are 


nrg MOA > wy 


through China and Saigon Area thence to Singapore and Kuching. 

(c) That Formosa has been subjected to r@eated air attack from surface 
forces and land based aircraft. 

(d) That long range heavy bomber attacks on the Japanese mainland have been 
Stepped up both in weight and frequency. 


(e) That Malaya and Sumatra will be preoccupied with serial defense against 
ACSEA air attack, 


(f) That strategic al and tactical bombardment of Celebes and Borneo will 
have reduwed NEI air strength, 


G) ENEMY ATR STRENGTH 


(a) It 4s assessed that by 15 February the Philippines Air Force will have

bem elimimted as an effective air gtriking force. This means that the lst Air 


Fleet - the mst powerful and experienced Naval Air Command - will have been reduced 


to the stage where it will require either complete reorgaization or disbandment. It 


also implies that 4 Air army, the Army Air Service Command, will be redwed to the 
Sam straits, 


(b) 8 ar Division, the Army Air Service Command in Formosa, will have suffered 


losses as a result of air attack and notwithstanding attempts to restore wastage will 


be a depléted force as a result of continued air attack from both heavy and medium 


units, 2nd Air Fleet is the Jap second line of Naval Air defense. Until recently it 


was concerned only with the northern approaches to Japan ahd the western coast flankig 
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the inner seas; but within the last month its sphere has extended to Ryukyus, Formosa 
and Hainan. It is logical that elements of this command will be found in Fomosa 
and Ryukyus in February 1945 and will suffer from Allied air attacks in those areas. 

(c) As an outcome of the extension of the range of Allied air attack, it is 
expected that Jap air strength will build up in 2 areas - Expire proper and South 
and Central China. 


(a4) All of the above assumptions are reflected in the Schedule "BY annexed 


hereto wherein has been attempted an estimate of Japanese air strength by areas as 
at 15 February 1945. 
4. JAP CARRIER BORNE AIRCRAFT: 


In February 1945 it is estimted that carrier torne air strength will constitute 


a more important factor than has been the case in pricr Allied amphibious operations. 
It is believed that the plan laid down by the late Admiral Koga still holds: The 
air and surface vessel balance of the Fleet is te be maintaimed. The Jap Navy is 
not to be committed to a direct all out engagement with the Allied Fleet. It is to 
preserved itself for flanking attacks particularly at night, dawn, and dusk against 
Allied surface forces where conditions such as land based air cover and freedom of 
deployment and escape are favourable, 

As the area of operations of Allied task forces approaches the historic Tsushima 
Straits conditions become more favourable than ever before for swift sorties by the 
carrier forces. 

Annexed at Schedile C is an estimate of enemy combat carrier strength as at 
15 February 1945. It is believed that in the period from this date to mid-February 
the enemy will concentrate upon restoring and training his carrier borne air forces. 
As at February it is estimated that the new carrier UNRYU will be operational and 
at-Aeestenne-of the 2 new carriers (Amagi and Katsuragi) will be ready for combat, 

5. EMEMY FURETs, 

It is believed that the enemy fleet will only sortie in company with the carrier 
forces umer conditions outlined in paragraph 4. 

6. BNIB AK SORTIESs 

No attempt has bem made to estimate enemy sorties as the precise nature of 
the operations projected for 15 February 1945 is not disclosed in the imtructi ons. 
7. BOM SUPPLY AND SHIPPING ROUTES s 

The most severe blow to enemy over water supply as yet suffered in the Pacific 
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=3-< 
war will be involved inthe closing of the South China Sea to all major convoys as 
a result of anticipated air and submarine activity. The whole of enemy sea supply 
to and fromthe South may be limited to occasional furtive runs by small vessels 
hugging the China Coast - laying up by day and moving by night. 
8. ENEMY AIRFIELDS: (Ryukyu-Hainan-China Coast-Formosa) 
1. RUYKYU - (a) OKINAWA ISLANDS considered to be main base, with Naha principal 
airfield, which is reported large and consi derably extended.

SUBJZCT: Air Attack Areas in Philippines. 
TO Commander-in-Chief, Southwest Pacific Area. 


1. The undersicned attended a conference with the Commander, Third 
Flest, on September 5, 1944. A discussion with Admiral Halsey and Admiral 
Carney was uxiertaken concerning the general interplay of land based and 
carrier besed strikes in the Philippine: Arca both in conjunction with 
scheduled operations ani normal Air Foree activity. It was Admiral Halsey's 
opinion that no schedule of carrier or land based strikes in specific areas 
would be fsasible, Both land and sea Air Forces are now so well coordinated 
in communications and operating procedures that full advantace could be 
taken of our ability for beth foreses to strike rapidly in succession. Cer- 
tain areas of responsibility along the Zast Coast of the Philippines have 
been laid out for the KINGONS and the FING-TWO Operations, It was Admiral 
Halsey'ts opinion, to which my coneurrence wes given, that these areas of 
responsibility were not adequate to cover the amltiple variations of oper- 
ations. At his sugcestion, a revised area map has been prepared which is 
designed to last for the duration of the Philippine Campaign. Copy of the 
proposed Air Attack Areas is enclosed,

It is estimated that as at 20 December the whole of the waters of 
the PHILIPPINES will be unsafe as anchorages for major Jap Naval Units over 
any period of time. Swift sorties by cruisers and destroyers against our 
beach heads and shipping communications are possible but LEYTE ISLAND is not 
favorably situated from the enemy point of view for such activity. Submarines 
may be extensively employed. 


7. EMPLOYMENT OF RCES: 


Heavily escorted daylight attacks on our shipping and forward 
installations are to be expected, The enemy will have a wide choice of suit- 
able airfields over which to deploy his air strength. Unlike the pattern of 
some of our earlier amphibious operations where an initial flare-up of enemy 
air activity was followed by virtual abandonment, the Central Pacific opera- 
tions are likely to initiate a strong and well sustained enemy air offensive 
in which shipping targets will be attacked whenever they appear and attacks 
on our installations and on troop positions will become routine. This is 
likely to continue so long as the enemy air power remains substantially in- 
tact. Night attacks should also occur from the outset of operations. Only 
when Allied Air Forces have achieved aerial supremacy over the PHILIPPINES 
are night attacks likely to predominate, but Allied supporting airfields may 
be subjected to them fairly regularly.

It is not possible to define Jap air reconnaissance routes as at 
20 December, It should be possible for the enemy to adequately patrol the 
whole of the Eastern and Southern approaches to the PHILIPPINES to a depth 
of 600 miles.

1. In order to meet commitments for subsequent operations, it will be

2. The War Department has been advised that pliders should commence arriving 


in the area at the rate of 50 every five days, beginning with 7 January 1945, 
Pacilities and areas mist be provided for the reception and erection of these 
gliders as fast as they are received. 


3- Examination of the possibility of having these gliders shipped by small 
carriers is under way. In the event they should be shipped in this manner, they 
would come partially assembled, which would greatly facilitate their handling in 
the objective area. They could be unloaded from carriers to self-propelled barges 
and ramped ashore at the beachline, and after being assembled in an area immediately 
adjacent to the beach then be towed to parking areas, Of course it might be 
practical to tow them directly from the beach to parking areas for assembly.

1. The factors affecting the selection of site KING II for the erection 
of gliders and storage after erection include the probable method of moving 
the crated gliders from ships to the erection point. Information available 
indicates that ships drawing more than twenty (20) feet cannot dock at the 
Tacloban wharves. Ocean going vessels normally carrying gliders will probably 
have to anchor off shore and be unloaded by the use of Lighters or LCT's. Rough 
weather is often encountered in this area which may interfere with the use of 
Lighters at any location except in the vicinity of Tacloban. Landings on the 
beach opposite the airfield are possible during good weather but should not 
be countered upon for continuous operation. The weight of the crates containing 
the glider parts will be extremely difficult to handle except on flat-bed trailers 
which do not accomodate themselves easily to their use in Lighters or in LCT's. 
It is, therefore, believed that an area for glider erection should be selected 
in the vicinity of Tacloban and thet facilities at the present Tacloban Field 
should be reserved for tne storage of crated gliders and for erection at the 
proper time. It is estimated that 150 gliders may be in storage at one time, 
For this number of gliders a storage space of approximately twenty-one (21) 
acres in area will be required. In addition to this, assuming that some twenty 
(20) gliders may be in the process of erection at one time, an adjacent area 
approximately two (2) acres in size will be required. 


2. It is considered undesirable to plan on parking the assembled gliders 
on the Tacloban strip since this would be some distance from the C-47's with 
which the gliders would be expected to operate, hence an area in the vicinity 
of Dulag will be required for their dispersal. It is estimated that a maximum 
of 350 gliders may be ready for use at one time, hence dispersal mist be pro- 
vided for that number, It is considered that for this operation, the dispersal 
should be adjacent to one or more air strips and that the gliders can be parked 
in mass formation without undue danger from hostile action, With these factors 
as the basis, the requirements for storage of assembled gliders will amount to 
fifty (50) acres, 


3. A plot plan indicating the approximate areas in which these facilities 
should be provided is inclosed herewith. Attention is invited to the fact that 
there is little known of the topocraphy of the area and that particularly in the 
Dulag Airdrome area it may be necessary to shift the glider storage from one 
field to another,

3. Command Policies, 


The principals of Command Policy prescribed for this operation 
are identical with those followed in amphibious operations, Sixth irny 
is charged with the conduct of the operation and is supported by Allied 
Air Forcec. Logistical support has been made a function of Sixth Army in 
that it is responsible to achieve necessary stock levels and concentration 
of troops: at departure bases, and designate bases from which supply will 
be accomplished.

shall be responsible for the maintenance and defense of the objective cir 
field, but not responsible for the afr operations from that objective sir

5. Conclusions. 


The following conclusions represent the personal opinion of the 
undersigned ari are subnaitted only for information: 


&@ The Task Force Commander should be in active command of both air 
and ground elements at the objective area, regardless of the Headquarters under 
which this Commander operates, ‘Inasmuch as this is a combined airborne task 
foree with a single mission, vis., the establishment of additional air surport 
for subsequent, operations, it is believed that a firm and unified command should 
direct, forces at the objective area in order to effect the most efficient 
method of accomplishment of the mission, If the Task Force Comuander is pro- 
vided with reliable air and ground wit commanders, he can successfully direct 
the combined air ami ground effort at the objective, 


b. Under any Command Policy established, the Air Force should be 
charged with complete logistic support of the operation other than stockage 
of levels at airhead bases. If growsi forces are charged with logistic support 
then they must make loading persorme] available at departure bases and theo- 
retically direct the flow of supply. Although serious complexities ray not be 
involved, it would appear more definite to make one force responsible for the 
entire function of supply, inasmuch as airborne operations call for a very 
close tactical coordination in order to accomplish supply over air routes to 
eneny terratory,. 


The umdersigned submits these conclusions in full cognizance that policies 
outlined in the Staff Study have been definitely preseribed by C/S GH. These 
are substitted not with a view towards criticiam of that decision but for 
presentation of a variant corcept before the operation attains an absolute

1. GBHERAL. 


The purposes of this memorandum are (1) to present arguzert 
Justifying MOROTAI as the supply airhead for operation KING THREE rather 
than BIAK as contemplated under previous study and (2) te present air 
field facilities needed over and above present tactical requirezents. 


2. BEAK AIRHEAD. 


BIAK was originally conceived te serve as sirhead for airborne 
operations against MINDANAO in order to reduce effort required at MOROTAI. 


However it is believed that BIAK ie impractical as the sirhead for operation 
KING THRE in view of the following facts: 


a. Control. 


Using MOKOTAI and TALAUD as staging and top-off fields for 
planes operating te and from BIAK will make tight operation control of 
air convoys extremely difficult, because the points of departure and 
arrival must be coordinated over an 1100 mile supply lim.

1. Current planning for these two operations have only included 
the absolute minimum Air Force facilities required for the insmediate 
following operation. That is, the MOROTAI minimm is based on the 
TALAUD operation and the TALAUD minimum is based on the KING I opera- 
tion. These minimums have been arrived at on the capabilities of 
time for construction between any two successive operations. The 
establishment of these basic minimums as a starting point is con 
curred in, but if complete campaign plans are to be produced the 
ultimate development of bases mst receive equal consideration. 


2. A review of the MOROTAI and TALAUD potentials from the con- 
struction and tactical viewpoints is presented herewith. Realizing 
that logistics play the predominant role in developing these bases 
it is agreed that legistical considerations come first, but tactical 
considerations must be a close second, It is estremly difficult 
to justify the necessity for additional tactical groups. They can 
only be judged necessary on a basis of current intelligence. It is 
suggested that the allocation of ground forces is predicted on 
information which is just as uncertain as the air requirements. 
These conditions are pointed out because of a feeling that the 
operational viewpoint of General Headquarters is inclined, at the 
moment, to require less Air Force tactical effort than we ourselves 
think is necessary. Even if no tactical justification could be 
given to increasing our base strength it is an established theater 
policy to move the maximum amount of Air Porce as far forward as 
possible, Furthermore in the development of any base, such as 
MOROTAI, we have a series of "D Day” commitments which demand 
continucus improvement. 


3. Inclosures 1 and 2 give the desired progressive Air Force 
installations at MOROTAI and TALAUD which would fulfill predicted 
tactical jobs. These requirements are set up on a priority basés 
with each priority awaiting more definite information before 
inclusion in orders, The Air Force units to increase these 
garrisons, should the capability become available, mst, at this 
time, be earmarked in order that flexibility in composing other 
garrisons can be achieved. Inclosures 3 and 4 oresent predicted 
engineering capabilities and the ameunt of engineer effort requir 
ed to complete various desired pricrities on these two garrisons.
